Race war broke out at Coffey ville, 
Kansas, late Friday when a mob of 
white p ersons, who had besieged the j 
city jail in an effort 
to seize three 
negroes arrested in connection with 
an assault on two white girls, attem p t 
ed to invade the Negro quarter. 
The whites were rep ulsed and at 
least three p ersons were shot. 
The armed 
clash 
came 
after a 
group of white y ouths had kicked in 
a door of a hardware store and ob­ 
tained arms and ammunition. 
About 
100 shots were exchanged. 
Martial law 
yras p roclaimed 
and 
guards p laced over every 
hardware 
store in town. 
Step s were begun to 
disarm all citizens. 
A guard was 
thrown 
about 
the 
Negro quarter as a result of threats 
that homes would be burned. 
Negroes had ap p arently anticip ated 
invasion of their district as they im­ 
mediately op ened fire when the white 
mob ap p eared. 
The clash came after a group of 
y ouths had shattered p ractically every 
window 
in the City hall and failed in 
several attem p ts to storm the jail. 
Troop B, Kansas 
National 
Guard 
unit stationed there called out a few 
hours before, arrived 
shortly 
after 
the shooting 
occurred 
and for ^ the 
time being assumed 
control 
of the 
situation. 
The men are e a rning full 
war equip ment 
and wearing 
steel 
helmets. 
The crowd soon returned, some hear 
ing shotguns, and more trouble was 
feared. 
A fire hose strung thru 
the C lty 
hall as an aid in rep ulsing the attack 
was cut to shreds and carried away . 
Windows in several downtown bus­ 
iness establishments were shattered 
by the Hy ing bullets. 
Tear gas guns fired into the crowd 
ap p arently served only to increase the 
anger and feeling against the Negroes 


w h i c h stood at fever heat thruout the 
day and was fanned into a flame.

The sale of cream and the keep­ 
ing of skim milk on the farm for 
feeding to livestock is one of the 
best and most economical wa ys for 
conserving soil fertility 
and in­ 
creasing farm profits, according to 
the Blue Valley Creamery Insti­ 
tute. Where whole milk instead of 
cream is sold the farm loses con­ 
siderable amounts of soil fertility 
on account of the fact that the 
skimmilk is sold off the farm in­ 
stead of being fed to hogs, poultry 
and cajves. When the skimmilk is 
fed on the farm, the expensive 
nitrogen is put back on the land in 
the form of manures. 
Further­ 
more, the sale of whole milk de­ 
prives calves, hogs and chickens of 
a rich protein feed which has no 
equal in livestock feeding. 
A truck load of 120 ten-gallon 
cans 
of 
milk 
weighs 
roughly 
10,320 pounds. The fertility value 
of the nitrogen, phosphoric acid 
and potash contained in this load 
of milk is $11.88, based on present 
prices of these fertilizing constitu­ 
ents in commercial fertilizers. N > 
skimmilk is left for livestock feed­ 
ing and the milk must be tra ns­ 
ported 
every day in 
large, ex­ 
pensive trucks. 
From this same truck load of 
milk may be obtained 1,032 pounds 
of cream containing 35 nor cent 
butterfat, which weighs only one- 
tenth as much as the or'gm.d m Ik. 
As butterfat is made up of ele­ 
ments not required as plant food, 
its sale takes nothing o f f**?nl re­ 
value from the farm. The re m a in ­ 
ing 65 per cent of this cream 
the same composition as skin* < 
and its total fertility va lue is only 
85 cents. All the feeding value of 
the skimmilk is left on the farm 
where cream is sold instead of 
whole milk.

Lack of phosphates in the soil and 
consequently In the cattle feed caused 
all the trouble, he said. 
A herd of six afflicted animals was 
placed at the peninsula branch of the 
state experimental station and fed a 
well-balanced ration after postmortem 
examination on cows that died of the 
trouble showed lack of phosphates and 
limes in their hones. 
This ration, in 
which the proper phosphates were in­ 
cluded, brought the cattle back to full 
strength and weight in a few months. 
The soil in northern Door county is 
very shallow, and due to this the phos­ 
phates in the soil were quickly used 
up. 
According to Prof. E. J . Delwiehe, 
head of the experimental station, nine- 
tenths of the farms in this district are 
lacking in phosphates, and many other 
farms in Wisconsin are also showing 
the effects of Insufficient phosphates in 
the soil. 


i (Texas) helium extraction plant, built 
during the war, the helium-bearing 
natural gas of Nocona, only 25 miles 
from Petrolia.

More helium is essential with the 
I construction of the two giant dirigibles 
in view. 
There never was enough 
helium to float the Los Angeles and 
the Shenandoah simultaneously. With 
the destruction of the Shenandoah, the 
world's largest single store of pure 
helium was lost. 
Each of the proj­ 
ected giant dirigibles will need three 
times the helium now being used by 
the dirigible Los Angeles.

Race war broke out ; t Coffeyville, 
Kansas, late Friday when a mob of 
white persons, v ho had besieged the 
city jail in an effort 
to seize three 
negroes arrested in connection with 
an assault en two white girls, attempt 
ed to invade the Negro quarter. 
The whites were repulsed and at 
least three persons were shot. 
The armed 
clash 
came 
after a 
group of white youths had kicked in 
a door of a hardw are store and ob­ 
tained arms and ammunition. 
About 
IOO shots were exchanged. 
Martial law 
f s s proclaimed 
and 
guards placed over every 
hardware 
store in town. 
Steps were begun to 
disarm all citizens. 
A guard was 
thrown 
about 
the 
Negro quarter as a result of threats 
that homes would be burned. 
Negroes had apparently anticipated 
invasion of their district as they im­ 
mediately opened fire when the white 
mob appeared. 
The clash came after a group of 
youths had shattered practically every 
window in the City hall and failed in 
several attempts to storm the jail. 
Troop Ii, Kansas 
National 
Guard 
unit stationed there called out a few 
hours before, arrived 
shortly 
after 
Ihe shooting 
occurred 
and for 
the 
time being assumed 
control 
es the 
situation. 
The men are carrying full 
war equipment 
and wearing 
steel 
helmets. 
The crowd soon returned, some hear 
ing shotguns, and more trouble was 
feared. 
A fire hose strung thru 
the ( ity 
hall as an aid in repulsing the attack 
was cut to shreds and carried away. 
Windows in several downtown bus­ 
iness establishments were shattered 
by the Hying bullets. 
Tear gas guns fired into the crowd 
apparently served only to increase the 
anger and feeling against the N< t rot s 


w h i c h stood at fever heat thruout the 
day and was fanned into a flame.

Negroes 
appeared 
on the 
scene before the two had risen I rom 
the street and 
immediately 
opened 
fire. 
William Waddle, 17, white a print­ 
e r’s apprentice, was taken to a hos­ 
pital with buckshot in his legs and a 
revolver wound in his hand. 
The youth was in the line of fire 
but was not accompanying those who 
had started into the Negro region. 
The sight of

brought another outburst of 
threats 
and more than IOO men and boys left 
the downtown district with cries for 
more guns. 
Urged on by older members, boys 
between 19 and 21 years old let loose 
a barrage of rocks at the City Hall 
and the crashing of glass from the 
windows was interspersed with cheers 
from onlookers.
